Businesses and shoppers speak 
of disappointment over news last 
week that Subway is coming

ELY residents and shop owners 
have spoken of their disappoint¬ 
ment at the announcement of 
food giant Subway’s impending 
arrival in the town. 

Last week’s exclusive revelation 
that the fast food chain was deter¬ 
mined to open up a store in Ely has 
been given a lacklustre reception 
in the city so far. 

Both residents and local shop 
owners have said they fear the 
move will turn Ely into a town of 
“eateries and charity shops”. 

Trevor, who works at Day Breaks 
Baguette and Sandwich Bar on 
Forehill, said he was disappointed 
by the announcement. 

He said: “It’s just another eatery 
and we’ve got plenty of those 
already. Soon there will be no rea¬ 
son to come to Ely other than to 
eat. 

“Ely is going to become just a 
town full of sandwich and charity 
shops. It’s not something the town 
needs.” 

He added: “I’m not opposed to 
big brands: I think Ely could do 


with something like a Marks and 
Spencer or a Next.” 

But he said he was not worried by 
the prospect of new competition 
for independent sandwich shops 
in Ely. 

He said: “There’s nothing wrong 
with a bit of healthy competition. 
Subway are a big brand but we’ve 
got our regular customers and we 
don’t think they would desert us.”

Mr Aaydin, of Street Cafe on 
Coronation Parade, said: “Ely is 
only going to be an eating place 
now. It will be a place only for food 
and charity shops. 

“Ely needs some nice shops more 
than anything.

LANGUAGE students from King’s Ely have 
won awards for work they completed last 
year as part of the national Routes into 
Languages initiative. 

Eight students from King’s Ely Senior 
School earned the initiative’s Language 
Leader award after swapping their 
notepads for interactive whiteboards to 
teach younger pupils at King’s Ely Junior. 
Led by Anglia Ruskin University in 
partnership with other institutions, the aim 
of the project is to promote participation 


and innovation in language learning. 
Senior’s Head of Languages, Esmeralda 
Salgado, said: “The Language Leader 
programme is designed for Year 10 
students, who are required to complete 
three hours of teaching with Year 6 or 
Year 7 sets in either German or Spanish. 
“To achieve this, meetings took place 
weekly to discuss teaching strategies on 
how to present vocabulary, practise 
grammar and carry out speaking 
activities. Students also mentored peers 


within their year group, created 
grammatical booklets for specific 
grammatical points and work as language 
ambassadors for the school.” 

Alex McGrath, Head of King’s Ely Senior, 
added: “At a time when the teaching of 
languages is in decline in this country, I 
am delighted that initiatives such as this 
at King’s Ely are assisting in embedding 
language learning, developing the 
confidence of our students and giving 
them a challenge to embrace.” 


Water pipe leaking 
at Ely bypass site 


A MAIN water pipe has been leaking 
for the past three months in the area 
where the proposed Ely bypass is 
planned. 

Work has been under way on the 
eight-metre-deep pipe on a floodplain 
at Cawdle Fen, since it began to leak in 
August. 

The large pipe is one of two which 
runs by the River Great Ouse into the 
town. 

Anglia Water, who operate the water 
supply in Ely, stressed that the dam¬ 
age to the pipe wouldn’t have affected 
Ely residents’ water. 

A Spokesman for Anglia Water 
explained: “There has been work 
going on to repair a large leaking pipe 
on a floodplain near Cawdle Fen. 
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“Work on repairing the leak has been 
going on since August. 

“It has taken so long because the 
pipes are buried so deep. They are 
buried eight metres deep, which is 
about as high as two double decker 
buses, which means it is a big opera¬ 
tion. 

“The conditions of the job, with it 
being on a high level flood plain, also 
makes it exceptional and more diffi¬ 
cult to work on.” 

He added: “There should be nothing 
to worry about for people’s water sup¬ 
plies as the water is diverted through 
the second main pipe, which ensures 
water is delivered to Ely residents.” 


He said work on the pipe was expect¬ 
ed to be completed within the next few 
weeks. 

No specific cause was found to be 
behind the leakage other than age and 
general wear and tear. 

This news follows the submission of 
plans for the £30m southern bypass 
around Ely earlier this month. 

County council chiefs hope that the 
one-mile road will provide better 
access to the city centre, surrounding 
businesses and the railway station. 

The planning process is likely to take 
13 weeks with the application to be 
considered by the county council’s 
planning committee. 

Anglia Water said the pipe should be 
mended by that time.

Ann Whitehead, ICT and computing 
teacher, said: “Computer science is 
more relevant now than ever before 
and leading companies such as 
Google are crying out for young pro¬ 
grammers.” 

Ali, who has solved a Rubik’s Cube in 
under 3.5 minutes - just one minute 


slower than the computer programme 
- went head-to-head against the 
machine to demonstrate the power of 
algorithms and how computer pro¬ 
gramming can help humans solve 
problems and increase efficiency, 
with the overall aim of inspiring cur¬ 
rent Year 11 students to choose 
Computing as an A Level option.

‘How we survived 

living on death row’ ^ T ^ 


MOVING: The

A COUPLE gave a harrowing account of 
their respective experiences of being on 
death row at Ely Cathedral last week for 
Amnesty International Ely City Group. 
Sonia “Sunny” Jacobs and her husband 
Peter Pringle spent more than 15 years 
awaiting execution in the USA and Ireland 
respectively. 

Now human rights campaigners, the 
couple gave the moving talk at the 
cathedral last week. 

Peter Pringle told Ely News: “We’re doing 


a series of talks with the charity Amyous 
as part of our work to help people who 
have suffered injustice. And not just 
judicial injustice. There are victims of this 
everywhere and we want to give them 
hope. 

“As people who have been in imprisoned 
wrongly ourselves, we believe we have 
the experience to help people going 
through the same thing because we know 
what they need.” 

Both Mr Pringle and Ms Jacobs related 


their respective experiences of being 
wrongfully imprisoned, sentenced to death 
and eventually exonerated to a captivated 
audience. 

Years after being released, Ms Jacobs and 
Mr Pringle met at a human rights 
conference and were eventually married in 
2011 . 

Mr Pringle said: “We’re hoping to set up a 
sanctuary where we live on the west 
coast of Ireland for people to recover from 
injustice.”

A COUPLE whose “kind and gen¬ 
tle” daughter died of meningitis 
will transform their home into a 
gourmet destination to raise 
money to fight the disease. 

Sally Clipson, 43, and Kevin 
Smith, 40, of Soham, were devas¬ 
tated when their 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter Amelie died of bacterial menin¬ 
gitis in 2008 while the family were 
living in France.

Woman escapes 
death in crash 


A WOMAN had a narrow 
escape after a car crash near 
Ely which left her with a leg 
injury last week. 

The 21-year-old woman 
from Lakenheath was 
involved in a crash on the 
A142, which caused long traf¬ 
fic delays in Ely throughout 
last Thursday morning. 

Her partner told Ely News on 
Friday that she had a very 
lucky escape. 

He said: “She’s thankfully 
OK; she’s already home from 
Addenbrooke’s and is just 
sleeping and resting. 

“She was trapped in the car 
and the fire brigade had to cut 
her out. 

“The police told her she 
could have died. 

“She injured her leg, but

thankfully it wasn’t found to 
be broken, but it is quite badly 
bruised.” 

He added: “She was left pret¬ 
ty shaken, but she was very, 
very lucky. 

“She had such a narrow 
escape.” 

The collision took place at 
Stutney, near Ely, and 
involved a Toyota Corolla and 
a BMW 3 series, on the morn¬ 
ing of Thursday, October 10. 

The crash led to the closure 
of the A142 in both directions 
between the Station Road 
junction and The Shade 
roundabout. 

Two fire crews from Ely and 
one from Soham rushed to the 
scene. 


They were joined by police 
and ambulance crews, who 
arrived at the incident at 
about 6.30am. Initial reports 
suggested that the casualty 
involved was a male. 

Three Cambridgeshire fire 
crews attended the scene and 
freed the injured woman from 
the Toyota using specialist 
cutting equipment. 

Extensive traffic delays 
remained on the A142 until 
the road was re-opened again 
at 9am. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance 
Service said the woman had 
suffered a lower leg injury. 

Motorists were diverted 
along the A10 from Ely and the 
A1123 from Stretham to 
Soham.

AS a regular user of the Cawdle Fen walk, I 
enjoy the view of Ely Cathedral from the south 
and regret that the proposed Ely Southern 
Bypass will impinge upon the scene and its 
tranquillity. 

However, my regret is tempered when I 
consider that much of the scene is already 
man-made, including the river embankments, 
the railway and Newmarket Bridge, the 
industrial sheds along Angel Drove and indeed 
the fens themselves. 

All of these post-date the construction of our 
magnificent cathedral, and all were 
undertaken to improve the amenity and 
economic well-being of Ely and its residents. 
Those who object to the bypass on 
environmental grounds might reflect upon the 
degree to which we have already shaped Ely’s 
setting to our needs. 

The design of the proposed bypass reduces its 
visual impact to a practical minimum, with the 
cathedral standing proudly above it from all 
except the closest viewpoints. The selected 
route would also pave the way for the 
transformation of the Ely station area from an 
unwelcoming industrial and commercial area 
into a gateway suitable for a cathedral city, 
more than offsetting the impact upon the 
wider environment. In contrast, a deepened 
underpass would perpetuate the blight of 
heavy traffic around the station area, ensuring 
that it remained a blot on the underside of our 
city, while the alternative bypass routes, 
including the so-called ‘hidden bypass’, would 
all result in the undesirable loss of school 
playing fields. 

I encourage those in favour of the proposed 
bypass to register their support with 
Cambridgeshire County Council’s planning 
department. Continuing evidence of strong 
local support would go a long way towards 
countering the many environmental 
objections that will inevitably be raised, many 
by agencies or individuals without a regular 
interest in our area.

POLICE are looking to speak to a 
woman after a suitcase was stolen from 
a female passenger at Ely station last 
month.

PC Tony Orton, the investigating 
officer, said: “Following the incident, 
we have carried out a number of enquir¬ 
ies including speaking to witnesses on 
board the train and viewing CCTV from 
the station and the surrounding area. 

“We believe the bag was taken by a 
woman who left the train at Ely station. 

“After reviewing CCTV, we have since 
isolated images of a woman that we are 
keen to speak to.” 

The appeal comes after BTP launched 
Operation Magnum earlier this year, a 
campaign to help rail passengers keep 
valuables safe from “pickpockets, gadg¬ 
et-grabbers and luggage thieves”. 

As part of the initiative, officers have 
issued video clips to help the travelling 
public spot the most common tricks 
thieves use.

Children’s centres 


are at risk from 
£1.5m budget cuts

CHILDREN’S centres are at 
risk as their budget in 
Cambridgeshire is slashed 
by nearly a quarter. 

The county council’s cab¬ 
inet agreed to launch a con¬ 
sultation aimed at cutting 
funding for the 
facilities, which offer learn¬ 
ing and care to pre-school 
children, by £1.5 million - 
22 per cent of the total 
budget. 

Cllr David Brown, the 
cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren and young people’s 
services, said there would 
not be a wholesale pro¬ 
gramme of closures but 
said the service would be 
“undoubtedly at a reduced 
level and more targeted”.

Cllr Ashley Walsh, 
Labour’s resources spokes¬ 
man, said the results could 
have a devastating impact 
on attainment in schools 
and said the Government 
should not have removed 
the ring-fencing of budgets 
for children’s centres. 

He told the meeting: “The 
national government is 
risking making innocent 
kids pay for a crisis caused 


by bankers. 

“We understand the need 
to look at every line of 
spending, but why on earth 
look at this? It seems to me 
this is a very successful ser¬ 
vice area.” 

There are currently 40 
children’s centres across 
Cambridgeshire. 

A report to councillors 
said a number of ‘hub’ cen¬ 
tres would be set up in high 
need and demand areas, 
which would offer a 
reduced level of services. 

In more affluent and rural 
areas, classes are likely to 
be offered through build¬ 
ings open on a part-time 
basis. 

Volunteers may also be 
invited to offer support. 

Cllr Brown said: “This will 
have an impact, but that’s 


the financial reality of the 
position we are in.” 

Cllr Steve Count, the cabi¬ 
net member for resources, 
said the need for £159 mil¬ 
lion of savings over the next 
five years meant the coun¬ 
cil had to focus on basic 
preventative services. 

He said: “We have gone 
from the days of having 
low-hanging fruit on the 
tree, when we can try to 
improve services and try to 
get by. 

“We are now in a situation 
where things have to 
change and the public can¬ 
not get from us what they 
need. 

“We will reduce to a statu¬ 
tory level or to those ser¬ 
vices that prevent us from 
getting to statutory level 
later on.”

RESIDENTS in an Ely retirement 
scheme are being given the chance to 
get googling through an IT skills help 
initiative. 

Elderly people from Bell Holt House 
retirement scheme in Ely will be able

Through the project, residents have 
been given access to free broadband 
and computer equipment and are 
receiving IT training which is being 
delivered in partnership with 
Cambridgeshire County Council. 


Dawn Miller, one of the scheme 
managers of Bell Holt, said: “The 
launch of the project was really suc¬ 
cessful - the residents are very enthu¬ 
siastic about learning new IT skills.”

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Cyclist attacks bike ban 
on city rash-hour trains

A CYCLIST has attacked a ban on tak¬ 
ing bicycles aboard rush-hour trains as 
rail companies say they are clamping 
down on rule breakers. 

Steve Sharp said he has been taking his 
bike on the First Capital Connect (FCC) 
service from Ely to Cambridge for his 
daily commute to work for the past 18 
months without any problems. 

But in the last few days officials from 
FCC and Greater Anglia, which runs Ely 
station, have told cyclists they must stop 
following complaints from other pas¬ 
sengers. 

Mr Sharp, who works at The Cambridge 
Building Society, said: “It’s typical 
British bureaucracy. It seems so draco¬ 
nian when there is no need for it. 

“There is plenty of space on these 
trains. I’m on the train for 10 minutes 
and I’m not bothering anyone, but it’s a 
huge inconvenience for me.” 

The 45-year-old added: “They have all 
of a sudden started enforcing this and 
it’s doubly upsetting because I get off at 
Waterbeach so I can enjoy the cycle ride, 
and the exercise, into Cambridge. 

“Saying they’re trying to encourage 
cycling is just nonsense when they’re 
doing this.” 

FCC does not allow bikes on trains that 
are timed to depart from Ely or 
Waterbeach towards Cambridge 
between 7.45am and 8.45am on week¬ 
days, unless they can be fully folded. 

The same applies to the 8.06am service

from Royston to Cambridge. 

But despite the ban, Steve has vowed to 
continue to try and get on board with 
his bicycle, which he has only recently 
bought through a cycle to work scheme. 

He added the services affected by the 
ban are less busy than some of those not 
subject to it. 

Roger Perkins, a spokesman for First 
Capital Connect, refuted that, saying it 
was not the experience of its ticket 
inspectors. 

He said: “We need these restrictions in 
place on our busy rush-hour services 
and it has been in response to com¬ 
plaints by other passengers that we have 
stepped up our enforcement of the rules. 

“The policy is designed to protect the 
interests of all our passengers, allowing 
cyclists to use our busy rush-hour ser¬ 
vices with fully-folding bikes that cause 
the least inconvenience to others.”

SMILING Brandon Fox was the star of 
the show at the Cambridge News’ Pride 
of Cambridge Community Awards. 

Brandon Fox-Teece, from Littleport, 
had no idea what lay in store for him 
when he left his family home one day 
last week, with his mum Terrie telling 
him they were just going out. Nowhere 
special. 

Hours later the sight of a beaming 
Brandon collecting the Liam Fairhurst 
Most Courageous Child award was 
etched in the memories of an emo¬ 
tional audience at Downing College. 
In a series of clips they had been 
shown the immense courage and 
bravery that Brandon has shown 
already in his short life. 

His health problems started 
when he was 5 years old, when he 
was diagnosed with a form of epi¬ 
lepsy known as childhood 
absences. Then, in May this year, 
doctors discovered numerous 
tumours on his pelvis - an 
aggressive form of cancer known 
as Rhadbdomyosarcoma, or 
RMS. 

Sine then Brandon has undergone 
five blocks of intensive chemotherapy, 
and now faces many more months of 
both chemo and radiotherapy. 

Despite all this, Brandon remains 
upbeat and positive. 

In one of the video messages, his mum 
Terrie said: “My son has amazed me 
with his strength and courage.

“Alongside all his fears and worries of 
feeling different and scared, I want him 
to know just how proud myself, his sis¬ 
ter Sasha and brothers Elliott and laden 
are of him, alongside all his family and 
friends. We will be with him every step 
of the way of his journey, loving and 
supporting him.” 

Brandon could not stop smiling. He 
described being “really, really proud” at 
winning the award, and when he sat 
back in his seat, turned to his delighted 
family and with a shocked expression 
said: “I did not expect that.” 

The award is named in honour of Liam 
Fairhurst, also from Ely, who raised 
hundreds of thousands of pounds for 
children’s cancer charity CLIC Sargent 
before losing his fight with the illness in 
2009. It celebrates youngsters who have 
shown bravery and courage beyond 
their years. 

Liam’s brother, Callum, 16, has taken 
on the fundraising mantle and raised 
more than £100,000 for the foundation 
set up in Liam’s name, by cycling the 
length of Britain, rowing the English 
Channel and organising charity events. 

Callum and his dad, Mark, attended 
the ceremony to represent the founda¬ 
tion and present Brandon with his

IN September 2010, 
Robert Barnes’ beloved 
wife Lisa passed away

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Why are binmen ignoring us, ask 
elderly couple as rubbish piles up 


AN ELDERLY couple have 
been left with rubbish piling 
up outside their house after 
bin men have driven past 
their home for three weeks 
running. 

Pensioners Richard Sired 
and his wife Brenda, of Brook 
Lane, Stretham, are both disa¬ 
bled and therefore powerless 
to stop the bin men from 
bypassing their home on the 
three occasions. 

This comes just after East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council rolled out the contro¬ 
versial £5 million wheelie bin 
scheme throughout Ely last 
month. 

Mr Sired, 81, said: “Our bins 
are full to the brim and the bin 
men have been driving past 
our home for the past three 
weeks without collecting it. 

“Both my wife and I have 
mobility problems and we see 
it going past the window, but 
we are not able to do anything 
about it. 

“I have phoned the council 
twice and was put on to a dif¬ 
ferent person each time who 
gave me a different excuse. It’s 
just getting ridiculous.” 

Mr Sired, who recently had a 
heart operation, says he is

unable to walk beyond the 
length of his car, and finds it 
difficult to move the bins. 

His wife, 69, had a brain 
operation a few years ago that 
has left her physically and 
mentally impaired ever since. 

Due to this, the couple are on 
a list that means the bin men 
are meant to pick up the bins 
from a spot near their door. 

Mr Sired said: “I cannot get 
to the garden gate and cannot 
physically handle the bins, so 
we have permission to put 
them in a special place where 
the bin men are supposed to 
collect them. 

“As nobody has collected 
them for weeks now, the bins 
are now overflowing and the 
rubbish is beginning to pile 
up. It’s disgusting”

A spokesman for East 
Cambridgeshire District 
council: “We would like to 
apologise to Mr Sired for the 
issues he has been experienc¬ 
ing with his waste collection. 

“A crew has been dispatched 
to empty his bins and also to 
offer any advice with their 
recycling. 

“We will also make sure our 
waste contractor knows Mr 
Sired’s property is on the list 
for assistance which would 
mean the refuse collectors 
would move the bins and 
return them to his property to 
hopefully resolve the problem 
in the future.” 

The new wheelie bin scheme 
came into force last month. 

The council was awarded £5 
million from Central 
Government last year to fund 
a major overhaul of East 
Cambridgeshire’s waste and 
recycling system. 

The district currently recy¬ 
cles just 37 per cent of its waste 
- the lowest in the region - 
and it is hoped wheelie bins 
will increase the district’s 
recycling rates.

and dealing with an unconscious 
casualty, as well as other situa¬ 
tions. 

Paul Fedarb, unit leader and 
trainer at St John Ambulance’s Ely 
division, said: ‘Learning first aid is 
one of the single most important 
things you can do in your life. 

“You never know when you may 
need it - at work, at home, in school, 
playing sport. 


“However, by arming yourself 
with the basic five simple-to-learn 
first aid techniques, you too could 
potentially become the difference 
between a life lost and a life saved. 

“I’d like to encourage as many 
people as possible to attend the 
planned course and to increase the 
number of members of the public 
with first aid knowledge in the Ely 
area as a result.” 

Research carried out by St John 
Ambulance in 2010 showed that up 
to 140,000 people die every year in 


situations where first aid could 
have saved them and around 58 per 
cent of people wouldn’t know what 
to do if faced with a medical emer¬ 
gency and a quarter would do 
nothing. 

There are currently 14 fully 
trained volunteers working with 
the Ely division and a further two 
awaiting qualification.

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Two years ago, Lee Gaskell 
was living in a tent - having 
lost his home, his partner 
and his daughter. To mark 
World Homeless Day, which 
falls this week, he tells Alice 
Ryan how he turned his life 
around. 


L IVING in a tiny tent, not a 
penny to his name, Lee 
Gaskell realised he’d hit rock 
bottom. After years of gambling 
away his wages - and seeking 
solace in drink - his relationship 
had crumbled. He’d lost his 
home, his partner - and his little 
girl. 

“It broke my heart, it really did,” 
says the 39-year-old. “I was very 
badly addicted to gambling, and 
it’s a terrible addiction. I was 
earning good money as a 
scaffolder - £500 a week - and all 
I’d go home with was pennies. 


“I was like a baby, to be honest. 
I’d come in, having lost it all, and 
cry. But when you’re in that frame 
of mind, when you’re trapped in 
that vicious circle, you just want 
to gamble again. It’s vile. That’s 
the only way I can describe it.” 

That was just over two years 
ago, and Lee’s life has now 
changed beyond recognition. The 
most he gambles is ‘the odd fiver 
on a football match: I love my 
football’ and he drinks only in 
moderation. 

A night porter at the YMCA, 
which offers a roof and support to 


young people in need, Lee loves 
his job. “I know what it’s like to be 
in a vulnerable position, to be 
homeless: I’ve been there, done it 
and got all the T-shirts, trust me. 
It’s nice to think I’m doing 
something to help.” 

He’s got a flat, a new girlfriend 
and, most importantly of all, a 
great relationship with daughter 
Olivia. Fishing a photo out of his 
pocket, he clearly dotes on the 
6-year-old: “She’s so beautiful. 
And she’s got lots of personality! 
She’s just amazing.” 

“Olivia was my motivation to 


change my life,” explains Lee. 
“Instead of seeking solace in the 
bookies or in a pint glass, she 
became my solace.” 

Lee shared his story to both 
raise awareness for World 
Homeless Day last weekand lend 
his support to Cambridge charity 
Wintercomfort, which marked 
the event with a ‘big breakfast’ 
fundraiser. 

“They gave me a lot of support 
when I first came to Cambridge,” 
explains Lee. “They help you sort 
out benefits and accommodation 
- and they give you breakfast. I 
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I was broken, I 
really was. But 
you have to get 
up again and get 
on... it took me 
a long time, but 
I did it. 



still call in for a coffee 
sometimes, on the way home 
from my night shift; it’s a 
great place. 

“They fill that missing link 
for people who’ve got nobody 
to turn to. Not everyone has a 
family to support them.” 

Originally from Cheshire, 
Lee came south in the late 90s 
to take painting and 
decorating work in Bedford. 
When the job came to an end, 
he decided to come to 
Cambridge. 

“I walked here one Sunday 
afternoon,” says Lee. “I have 
no idea whatsoever what 
dragged me here, but 
something did. 

“I had some money, a mobile 
phone, the clothes on my back 
and four big bags and I 
walked all the way down the 
A428, which is a long, long 
way, I can tell you... 

“That was 12 years ago, and 
I’ve been here ever since.” 

Lee admits his gambling 
and drinking both stepped up 
a gear when he came here: “I 
was doing nothing, just 
bumming around and living 
off benefits. I’d go into the 
bookies because I was bored.” 

But Lee says he didn’t feel he 
could go back home to 
Cheshire. “My mum died 
when I’d just turned 21,” he 
explains. “She had a brain 
haemorrhage and I was the 
one who found her. 

“She was normally up and 
about by 6.30am, so I went 
into her room to say ‘Get up 
for work, you’ - and there she 
was, blood coming out of her 
nose and mouth. She died the 
next day in hospital. 

“I never cried at her funeral, 

I was in total shock. I’ve cried 
a lot since, though. Mum was 
the one who held everything 
together; when she died, we 
all fell to bits, especially my 
dad. I don’t really see him 
now.” 

But with the support of 
Wintercomfort, Lee got his life 
back on track: he found work, 
met his ex-partner, they set up 
home and had Olivia. 

“I was like two different 
people back then. When I was 
out I was happy and laughing 


and joking, but when I was at 
home I was like ‘Do we have 
to do this?’; I didn’t know how 
to handle the responsibilty of 
having a family to feed. 

“You have to learn to deal 
with everyday problems 
without letting it stress you 
out: when you get stressed, 
that’s when you think ‘I need 
a pint’ or ‘I’ll have a bet’.” 

Lee’s weakness was, he 
admits, roulette machines: 
“They can take £100 in 20 
seconds. And once you’ve lost 
that hundred quid, you want - 
you need - to win it back. So 
you bet more... you go past the 
point of no return.” 

Miserable about having no 
money, Lee says he’d then 
drown his sorrows in the pub. 
“My ex said she’d support me 
while I sorted myself out and 
she did support me, quite 
literally, for a long time. But in 
the end we called it a day. 

“Then one day I had a drink, 
went round there, we started 
arguing... one thing led to 
another and I ended up being 
done by the police - for being 
a plonker, basically. I was just 
an idiot.” 

The result was a restraining 
order, which meant Lee didn’t 
see Olivia for four months; 
she had just turned 4 at the 
time. 

“I was desperate, I really 
was. The first time I saw her 
again, after it was all sorted 
out, was outside the police 
station: she just came running 
towards me and gave me a big 
hug.” 

After the separation, out of 
work and with nowhere to go, 
Lee had spent weeks sofa 
surfing before finally pitching 
his little tent on farmland in 
Fulbourn, hidden in some 
trees. 

“Even then, I kept myself 
clean and tidy: I managed to 
get a shower every day, get 
clean clothes. When I first 
went to the street outreach 
team, to ask for help, they 
didn’t believe I was homeless 
-1 had to show them photos 
of the tent. 

“That’s the thing about 
homelessness: it can happen 
to anyone. You can walk past 


someone on the street and not 
know they’re homeless. I’ve 
met people sleeping rough 
who’ve had the big houses, 
the big cars, the big jobs - but, 
for one reason or another, 
they’ve lost it all.” 

Lee ended up getting a place 
at 222, Victoria Road, the 
shelter known in Cambridge 
as ‘the 2s’. “I’d injured my arm 
scaffolding, which is why I 
had to give that up. It was 
while I was at the 2s that I got 
a job as a relief worker at the 
YMCA - and I absolutely loved 
it.” 

Lee says a determination to 
give his daughter both a 
happy childhood and a bright 
future helped him kick his 
gambling habit. “I did try 
Gamblers Anonymous, but it 
wasn’t really for me. In the 
end, it came down to 
willpower. And there couldn’t 
have been a better incentive 
than my daughter.” 

“All I want now are the 
normal things,” adds Lee. 
“When you’ve had them - and 
then they’ve been taken away 
- it’s just horrible. At the 
moment, what I really want is 
a holiday: I’ve not been on 
holiday for seven years. I want 
to go to New York and take 
Olivia to FAO Schwarz, the big 
toyshop.” 

Looking back, Lee must feel 
proud of how far he’s come? 
“Yeah, I do feel proud. I’ve 
come from nothing, from 
having nothing, to having 
almost everything I could 
want. 

“I was broken, I really was. 
But you have to get up again 
and get on... it took me a long 
time, but I did it. Which is 
proof that change is possible - 
if you try.”

CAPTAIN PHILLIPS 

certificate 12A, 2h14m 

TOM Hanks charts a steady 
course towards a deserved 
sixth Oscar nomination for his 
tour-de-force portrayal of an 
unlikely hero in this nerve- 
racking thriller. 

Based on the book A 
Captain's Duty by Richard 
Phillips and Stephan Talty, 
this expertly crafted picture 
dramatises the true story of 
an American seaman whose 
cargo ship was hijacked by 
Somali pirates in 2009. 

Working from a lean script, 
director Paul Greengrass 
demonstrates once again 
why he is one of the finest 
directors of nail-biting 
action. If you thought the 
Surrey-born filmmaker had 
peaked with the adrenaline¬ 
pumping thrills of The 
Bourne Supremacy and The 
Bourne Ultimatum, think 
again. From the moment 
the Somalia pirates first 
appear on the radar, Captain 
Phillips leaves us feeling 
seasick with tension until the 
extraordinary final scene that 
releases all of that pent-up 
emotion in a torrent of tears. 

Captain Phillips (Hanks) 
kisses his wife Andrea 
(Catherine Keener) goodbye 


and takes charge of his cargo 
vessel, the Maersk Alabama, 
bound for Mombasa, Kenya. 
On board he is aided by a 
hard-working international 
crew including Chief Mate 
Shane Murphy (Michael 
Chernus) and Chief 
Engineer Mike Perry (David 
Warshofsky). 

When pirates are spotted 
off the stern, Phillips 
telephones the authorities 
who at first dismiss the 
threat. There then follows a 
tense game of cat and mouse 
which culminates in the 
pirates boarding the vessel 
by hooking their makeshift 
ladder over the side of the 
boat. 

Phillips conceals the crew 
below deck in the engine 
room while he takes charge 
of the situation. Faced with 


threats from Muse and his 
hot-headed compatriot Bilal 
(Barkhad Abdirahman), the 
captain puts himself in harm's 
way to ensure the safety of 
every man on board. 

When the stand-off spirals 
out of control, the destroyer 
USS Bainbridge, captained 
by Frank Castellano (Yul 
Vazquez), races to the scene. 
But Phillips realises the grav¬ 
ity of his predicament and the 
potentially tragic outcome. 

Captain Phillips is one of 
the year's best films, blessed 
with a terrific ensemble 
cast who rise magnificently 
to the physical challenges. 
Hanks is flawless - we can 
see his mind whirring as he 
engineers distractions to keep 
the crew safe - and final gut- 
wrenching scenes wring him, 
and us, emotionally dry.

Where's the 
wildlife? 


ANYONE who's been gardening for some years 
may well have noticed that, as time moves on, the 
wildlife which once frequented British gardens is 
becoming a rarer sight. 

In May, the State of Nature report compiled by 
25 wildlife organisations found that, for a range 
of reasons like loss of habitat, 

60% of the 3,148 UK animal 
and plant species assessed have 
declined in the past 50 years. 

Hedgehog numbers have also 
reduced by a third since the 
millennium, and tortoiseshell 
butterflies, once common in 
gardens, have declined by 
77%. 

"What's most alarming is 
that many of the 'common' 
garden species - hedgehogs, 
house sparrows, starlings and 
common frogs, for example 
- are becoming much less common,” says Helen 
Bostock, Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
horticultural advisor. 

"Historically these species have done well in our 
gardens and so their decline is something we really 
need to sit up and take notice of. This is where 
gardeners can make a difference and help to halt 
the declines we're seeing by making their gardens 
more wildlife friendly. This should be a wake-up 


call to all of us.” 

With this in mind, the RHS and The Wildlife 
Trusts are spearheading a new initiative called 
Wild About Gardens Week. The event, backed 
by celebrity gardeners Diarmuid Gavin, Matthew 
Wilson and Sarah Raven, runs from October 25-31 
and is urging the public, plus 
the RHS's 3,300 community 
gardening groups, 17,250 
schools and 145 partner 
gardens, to hold wildlife 
gardening events during the 
week. A microsite (www.rhs. 
org.uk/wildaboutgardensweek) 
has been set up for groups and 
individuals to log events. 

Chris Baines, vice president of 
The Wildlife Trusts, says: "The 
nation's gardens are hugely 
important for wildlife and as a 
habitat network they are second 

to none. 

"Inner-city balconies and courtyards, the 
suburbs' hedgerows and lawns and the orchards 
and allotments of market towns and villages all 
have the potential to be incredibly rich habitats for 
wildlife. 

"There are many simple ways in which we can 
make our gardens naturally richer. Nest boxes, 
birdfeeders, log piles, nectar plants, fruiting

shrubs, wall climbers and ponds all improve the life 
chances for many garden creatures and, as each 
of us improves our garden habitat for wildlife, the 
plants and animals that we attract will bring more 
pleasure in return. It's a win-win situation." 

Throughout Wild About Gardens Week, talks 
and events will be held at the four RHS Gardens 
and Wildlife Trusts visitor centres. There will also 
be wildflower seed giveaways by the trust and the 
public will be asked to 'Do One Thing' - whether 
to create a pond, build a hedgehog house or simply 
put out some bird seed. 

Here are a few suggestions from the celebrities 
backing the scheme: 

• "This week gives you the perfect excuse to be a 
bit lazy and let the grass grow long - research has 
shown that the lawn contains more native species 
than any other garden feature,” - Diarmuid Gavin 

• "Nature isn't particularly tidy - the countryside 


is full of piles of leaves, rotting wood, dying plants, 
nooks and crannies. Taking a more relaxed and less 
tidy approach to our own gardens benefits wildlife 
by providing similar habitats and food sources. In 
turn this keeps the garden more balanced and a lot 
more healthy," - Matthew Wilson 

• "Make a point of planting a pot of cosmos next 
year. They flower for many months and are stacked 
full of nectar at just the time our pollinators appear 
to be going short,” - Sarah Raven 

• "Get hold of a cheap sponge and soak it in a 
bucket of sugary water (dilute at about one part 
sugar to four parts water). Pop it out in the garden 
for butterflies to munch on - they love it!" David 
Domoney. 

The Wildlife Trusts and the RHS will be offering 
free advice and resources via the website www. 
wildaboutgardens.org.uk and via the RHS Advisory 
Service.

THE haart estate agency Ely 
has been inundated by house 
purchasers keen to take advantage 
of the Government’s newly 
extended Help to Buy scheme. 

Five times as many people as 
usual contacted haart, part of the 
UK’s largest independent estate 
agency, and twice as many actually 
registered to buy after David 
Cameron brought forward the 
start date of the latest phase of the 
scheme. 

Purchasers now only need a 
minimum deposit of 5% whether 
the property is old or new, which 
means more people than ever can 
now obtain a mortgage. 

This means the required deposit 
for an average mortgage will 
reduce from £33,948 to £7,218 
nationally, and from over £60,000 
in London to £ 12,800, according to 
Spicerhaart and CML data. 

Paul Smith, haart Chief Executive, 


said: “We’re one of the first 
agencies to respond to the 
Government’s change in legislation 
by having Help to Buy advisers in all 
our branches. 

“As such, we’ve seen incredible 
interest from people wanting to get 
on or move up the ladder, making 
this our busiest October for nine 
years.

Mr Smith added: “We predict that 
property transactions will rise by 
I I % over next 12 months, which 
will moderate the current excess 
demand in the market, taking the 
pressure off house prices.

‘One pothole per 
mile’ on UK roads 


BRITAIN has a “pothole epi¬ 
demic”, according to a break¬ 
down company, writes Peter 
Woodman, Press Association 
Transport Correspondent. 

There is now one pothole for 
every mile of road according 
to data gathered from coun¬ 
cils by Britannia Rescue. 

Figures obtained under a 
Freedom of Information Act 
request showed that councils 
have paid out a total of £2.5 
million in compensation to 
motorists in the past financial 
year for pothole damage to 
cars. 

The company also said that 
a survey of 2,001 UK adults 
had shown they had suffered 
car damage as a result of poor 
road surfaces in the past 12 
months. 

Britannia claimed the com¬ 
bination of a harsh winter fol¬ 
lowed by a dry summer had 
particularly harmed road 
surfaces and exacerbated the 
problem. 

It added that UK councils 
had received 32,600 compen¬ 
sation claims in 2012/13 for 
everything from potholes 
ruining wheel rims, to punc¬ 
turing tyres and damaging 
suspension - an increase of 79 
per a 79 per cent increase 
from 2011/12. 

The company said that local 
authorities in England, Wales 
and Scotland paid out a total 
of £2.5 million in compensa¬ 
tion for pothole or other road 
damage in 2012/13. 

One of the country’s largest

local authorities, Lincolnshire 
County Council, reported 
pay-outs amounting to more 
than £358,665 in 2012/13. 

Britannia described road 
maintenance in the UK as 
“severely under-funded with 
around £16 spent per driver 
on maintaining road surfaces 
and fixing potholes - less 
than 10 per cent of the annual 
road tax bill”. 

It added: “Short-term fixes 
are often chosen over longer- 
term solutions, with close to a 
quarter (23 per cent) of coun¬ 
cils admitting they usually 
temporarily fix potholes rath¬ 
er than resurface the area. 

“The average cost of repair¬ 
ing a pothole is around £50, 
meaning the amount paid out 
by councils in compensation 
could have been used to 
repair more than 50,000 pot¬ 
holes.” 

The average repair bill for 
pothole damage to a vehicle 


in the last 12 months was 
£140. The most common 
problems were tyre damage, 
damaged suspension and 
damaged wheel rims. 

Britannia Rescue managing 
director Peter Horton said: 
“Britain’s pothole epidemic 
has resulted from years of 
under-investment in our 
roads and has been exacer¬ 
bated by recent harsh win¬ 
ters. 

“Local authorities face diffi¬ 
cult choices in the roads they 
prioritise for repair and we 
now have around 200,000 
potholes on UK roads. 
Motorists should protect 
themselves and their vehicles 
by reducing their speed on 
potholed roads, and also 
reporting damaged roads to 
their local council.” 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the RAC 
Loundation, said: “This 
report probably underesti¬ 
mates the scale of the prob¬ 
lem, certainly when it comes 
to compensation payouts. 
The Local Government 
Association says that in 2012 
councils in England and 
Wales stumped up £32 mil¬ 
lion to recompense motorists 
who had suffered damage to 
their vehicles. 

“Our previous research 
shows that roads are being 
resurfaced less and less often, 
and that the poor state of our 
highways is the biggest single 
transport concern among 
voters.”

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

L3 Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Q Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

LI Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

LI Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

C3 Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO: 


LI Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

LI Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

LI Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


LI Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes. Remember to label which room 
each box is destined for. 

Q Snack box - pack a box for the kitchen to 
include essentials like tea, coffee and sugar, as 
well as the kettle and mugs! Also include other 
snacks as necessary. 

LI Dismantle and disconnect - take down 
curtains, fixtures and fittings and disconnect 
white goods ready for transport. 

LI Outdoor items - make sure that these are 
stacked together and ready to be moved. 

LI Mobile - place your mobile on charge the night 
before moving and ensure that all relevant 
people have your number. 


ON MOVING DAY: 


AT YOUR OLD ADDRESS: 

Q Strip beds and pack bedding and nightclothes. 

Q Finish packing toiletries box. 

Q Direct removal firm personnel or friends helping 
you move as to what needs to be done. 

Q Turn off electric appliances. 

Q Disconnect cooker. 

Q Turn off boiler / central heating. 

LI Turn off water. 

Q Read gas meter. 

Q Read electricity meter. 

Q Secure all windows. 

Q Lock all doors. 

LI Make final checks and leave key as arranged 
with new owners. 

AT YOUR NEW HOME: 

Q Open up & have a look around the new house. 

Q Locate fuse box, gas and electric meter and 
stop cock for reference. 

Take readings on gas, electric and water meters 
as appropriate. 

Q Organise the direction of boxes to appropriate 
rooms. 

Q Check the van after all is unloaded. 

Q Make the beds up for the evening. 

Q Sit down and relax - unpack the other boxes 
the next day.
